The north-easterly gale which passed 
over the Colony yesterday has done very

THE ‘BOKHARA’ TYPHOON. 
We have to acknowledge the receipt of 
8 ropriot of a paper read by the Rev. 8. 
Chovalicr, S. J., of tho Zikawei Obsor-'| 
vatory, before the Shanghsi Meteorlogical ; 


‘opinion has been exprossed thatthe storm 
in which the Bokhara was lost waa not a!

I falt: desided- 
ly perploxed at the reccipt of the telegram 
inasmuch es the direction of tha wind, 
reported at tho same time as prevailing at 
Manila, would have rather indicated a 
typhoon North-east of Mauite, Conse- 
quently on my doubts, although [ reported” 
the telegram in my daily bulletin, I 
did not hoist tho flag-signal, J-od I 
got at that moment the motearologionl 
observations of Sonth Cape of Formosa, I 
shoutd have folt confident oncugh in spite 
of the telegram, to peint out the typhoon 
to the North-onst of Luzon. I instct on 
that point because on thot very day, at 
noon, the Bokkara left Shanghai, with 
inaceurate information, supposing she had 
any, about the typhoon, Of course, 
keowing that she became unmanageable at 
a very great distance from the centre, wo 
may well doubt that auch a short notice of 
the presence of the typhoon to the Nortb- 
cast of Luzoa woald havo bean sufficiont 
to prevent the terrible disaster; yet, it ir 
doubtless, too, that such advice reecived 
before lexving mignt uader any circum- 
atanses hnve proved vory useful, und would 
in many oases save a vessel from total 
wreck.’
